W A SH IN G T O N — It w as kept strictly off 
the record, but ex -S ecretary of State A che- 
son recently gave D em ocratic senators his 
private analysis of w hat is going on inside 
the K rem lin. 
M eeting w ith the senators privately, he 
dismissed P re m ier Malenkov as am bitious 
but not a “ real leader’ of Russia. His bold 
coup against Secret Police Chief Beria ha.* 
“te m p o ra rily ’’ p ut him in com plete control, 
Acheson said, but the “best m in d ” in the 
Politburo is the old 
Bolshevik, 
Foreign 
M inister Molotov. 
A cheson described B eria’s “ biggest m is­ 
ta k e ” as creating a deputy “ w ho 
becam e 
am bitious an d w orked closely w ith M alen­ 
kov.” T he result was that M alenkov “ m ade 
m edicine” w ith Beria's 
deputy 
and. 
to ­ 
gether, they captured the m u ch -feared S e ­ 
cret Police chief and th re w him into his 
ow n prison to face the sam e tru m p e d -u p 
charges he had brought against others. 
“This Wets a bold stroke on the p art oi 
M alenkov,” observed Acheson. “ He reali­ 
zed he w as taking a great chance, for. had 
he failed, it w ould have been his neck in ­ 
stead of B e ria ’s.” 
O f the K rem lin survivors. Molotov “ is 
by all m eans the most capable, and has the 
best m in d,” Acheson added. 
M alenkov, though now' in the 
driver's 
seat, “ is not thought of as a real leader.” 
In shifting pow er from one dictator to a n ­ 
other. Acheson pointed out, any loosening 
of the iron grip is seized upon by su p p ress­ 
ed people as a rign of w eakness. 
M A L E N K O V ’S M IS T A K E 
“ M alen ko v’s great m istake, so 
far 
as 
losing o w e r and prestige for the K rem lin, 
w as m ad e w hen he started to soften im ­ 
m ediately after S talin ’s death,” 
Acheson 
explained. “ He sent V ishinsky to the U nit­ 
ed N ations sm iling instead of scowling, and 
over in B erlin the C om m unists proceeded 
to soften rip on the tough type of ad m in is­ 
tration Stalin had alw ays used. 
“The first sign of unrest in 
G erm any 
cam e im m ed iately after M alenkov had r e ­ 
scinded som e of the m ore stringent a d m in ­ 
istrative m easures and had prom ised the 
G erm an people m ore food, g re ater variety 
of goods in the stores and several o ther 
m easures to lessen their b u rd e n .” A cheson 
continued. “ It w as the easing off on these 
dictatorial pow ers th at gave the G erm an 
w orkers encouragem ent to request changes 
in w o rk in g c o a litio n s in the factories, one 
big factoi-y especially. Much to th eir s u r ­ 
prise. the requests w ere g ranted im m ed i­ 
ately. T he initial try w as so successful, it 
encouraged the w orkers to m ake ad d itio n ­ 
al requests which, in turn, w ere granted. 
A fter the second victory, the w orker* be­ 
gan to have such confidence in w h at th ey 
might accom plish that they called a strike 
for additional benefits. The riots 
follow'- 
ed ” 
Acheson added that M alenkov’s 
m e e k ­ 
ness had given heart, not only to the peo­ 
ple of Fast G erm any, but all 
the 
Soviet 
satellites. 
L E S S IRON H A N D 
•‘T h ere developed throughout 
all 
the 
satellite countries a lessening of the iron I 
hand-—from M alenkov all the w ay d ow n I 
through th e su bordinates.” he said. “This 
led the people to feel th at perh ap s

w as the tim e to m ake a dem onstration for i 
greater privileges and freedom s. W hether 
M alenkov w'ill now start an entirely 
o p ­ 
posite tack and atte m p t to recap tu re p ow ­ 
er by going back to the old Stalin

nobody can answ er.” 
With the P olitburo tearing at the seam s 
from in tern al trouble, the ex -secre tary oi 
suite urged: “Now is the tim e we should gg 
ahead w ith all o u r plans 
and

w ith grea ter speed than at an y tim e since 
K orea started. We all know Russia started 
her great arm a m en t bu ild-up im m ediately 
alter World W ar ll just as we 
proceeded 
w ith o u r great a rm am en t tear-d ow n . The

started, Russia was three y ears ahead of 
us arui up until now, has been gaining on 
us. 
“We now have an opportunity to lessen 
the gap. A.-. the K orean w ar has progressed 
w e have had to divert to that area nearly 
all of the eq u ip m en t that we have been 
able to produce.

building 
plans faster than we ave losing them , but 
w e are not building planes faster than Rus­ 
sia. 
"By ‘full speed ahead,* I do not m ean 
alone,” Acheson hastened to add. “A nd I 
uo not m ean to limit it to preparation for 
w ar.

derivatives is received by the patient. 
‘it the cost to the doctor and the hos­ 
pital for its adm inistration. 
Note: Whole blood is not supplied by the 
state.

It is, how ever, w orth 
w hile to discuss some aspects of the gall 
bladder. 


The gall bladder is a small pear-shaped 
hollow' organ lying just under the liver and 
ribs on the right side. Its function 
is 
to 
store bile and to em pty it gradually down 
a small tube into the intestines. T he bile is 
m anufactured in the liver; w hen it reaches 
the intestines it helps greatly in the diges­ 
tion of fats. 


Irritation or inflam m ation of the 
gall 
bk cider m ay or m ay not be associated w ith 
gallstone.* In about tw o-th ird s of all cases 
the bile itself is sterile, that is, germ s ca n ­ 
not tie found in it. 


Chemical agents, app aren tly 
even 
the 
bile itself, as well as bacteria, can produce 
either acute or chronic gall 
bladder 
in ­ 
flam m ation. When germ s are at fault they 
m ay have come from infection in the mouth 
or throat, or 
e passed up the tube or 


duct from the intestines. 
In acute inflam m ation of the gall blad­ 
der. severe but not constant pain is the 
first sign of difficulty as a rule.

generally on the right side of the 
abd o­ 
men. O ften pain from the gall bladder is 
felt in the back Inflam ed gall bladd er is al­ 
most alw ays ex trem ely tender. 
WHEN TO OPERATE? 


The question of w h eth er to operate at the 
tim e w hen the in flam m ation is acute or to 
w ait until it is not so bad has been debated 
for a long time. 


Som e authorities feel that the rem oval 
ut the acutely inflam ed gall bladd er can 
be done best right aw ay; 
others 
equally 
com petent favor delay, and operation,

necessary, only d uring the tim e w h en the 
inflam m ation is not so severe. 
In chronic cholecystitis, 
the

■ m ay be much the sam e as in the acute form 
I but not as severe. M any

Som etim es jaundice, or yellow ness of the 
skin and m ucous m em brances, is present.

Right Kind Of Germs I Plot LayoutOf Resilient Floors Carefully 
Makes Yogurt Boom

NEW YORK 
NEA)—Did you 
ever eat a bi,-, creamy bowlful 
of germs, topped with strawberry 
preserves? Mmmm, yummy! 
May sound sickening, but if you 
get the right kind of germs, such 
as lactobacillus bulgaricus, they’re 
real tasty. And many thousands 
of Americans are discovering this 
bacillus banquet, which goes un­ 
der the name of yogurt and is now 
off to a slow national boom.

to tile m anufacturers’ recom m en­ 
dations.

The pattern is plotted in the 
same way for all resilient tiles— 
asphalt, 
rubber, 
linoleum 
and 
cork 
being 
among 
them.

pattern, 
"file other general type 
of 
tile 
pattern is known as “on the diag­ 
onal.” 
First step in planning the pat­ 
tern layout is to find the center 
of the floor. S tart by locating the 
centers 
of 
two 
parallel 
walls, 
then snap a chalk line on the 
floor between these two points. 
The center of the floor is, 
ot 
course, 
a 
point 
m idway 
the 
length of the line. 
It can be fix­ 


ed by tape- ru Ie measurement. 
Now you must do what the 
trade calls “squaring off” the floor 
by snapping another 
chalk 
line 
through the center point, exactly 
at right angles to the first chalk 
line. 
The following 
method 
of 
striking the right angle 
is 
pre­ 
ferred (for accuracy) above oth­ 
ers. 
From the center point on the 
first mentioned chalk line, draw 
an arc that cuts the line at two 
points equidistant from the cen­ 
ter. 
Use about a th ree-foot ra­ 
dius. 
Using the two points where 
the arc crosses 
the 
chalk 
line 
as cen ters draw two more separ­ 
ate arcs on both sides of the chalk 
line. 
Now 
snap 
another 
line 
through the points where the lat­ 
ter two arcs cross each other. Ex­ 


tend the lines to the other two 
opposite walls. 
Next, determ ine the num ber of 
tiles 
needed 
to 
extend 
from 
center to the four walls in order 
that all border tiles will be the 
same size 
for balanced 
design. 
This is determined by placing a 
row of tiles along each of the 
two center lines, but not on top 
of the lines. 
If the space for the two end 
tiles in one row turns out to be 
smaller than the space for those 
in the other row. one of the chalk 
lines can be moved a few inches, 
always being kept at right angles 
to the other. 
Thus you can adjust 
the rows so all end tiles can be 
cut the same size. 
Be sure to 
erase the old chalk line to avoid 
confusion later. 


Now the two tem porary rows 
of tile can be taken up and ad­ 
hesive spread over half the floor. 
The proper paste for cementing 
various types of floors 
wood, 
cement or metal- must be used. 
Spread it with a notched trowel 
designee for the job. 
Avoid losing sight of the center 
lines in 
spreading 
adhesive 
by 
leaving

spot 
where the lines cross and other 
spots where lines meet the walls. 
Then strike new chalk lines on 
top of the adhesive, using the old 
lines as guides.

i center line with a corner of the

Starting from the corner of the 
quadrant where the first tile was J 
laid, insall all succeeding tiles as ;
